Farmers who wish to have 
this service are asked to apply 
at the County ASC Office as 
soon as possible so that all such 
requests may be filled in ad- 
vance of spring planting.

One Army Idea Makes Progress 


WASHINGTON—Reports 
from 50 states show that an im- 
pressive effort has been made and 
that substantial results have been 
achieved in making the One Army 
concept a living spirit. 

Army Reservists and National 
Guardsmen share equipment and 
maintenance facilities under the 
tutelage of active Army members. 
Members of the Reserve compo- 
nents are going to active Army 
schools and are being trained in 
the latest equipment and tech- 
aes including nuclear weapons 
and tactics, 

Army Reserve component 
members and active Army mem- 
hers jointly staff and ‘fight’ 
major Army field exercises, moy- 
ing to maneuver areas in aircraft 
of both the Air Force and the Air 
National Guard. 

And everywhere in speeches, on 
radio and television programs, 
through displays, posters, parades
